“Lord of Pleasure" 

10 to 20 degrees Scorpio

An angelic hand, as before, holds a group of steins of water 
lilies or lotuses from six flowers bent, one over each cup. From 
these flowers a white gl i steni ng- water flows into the cups as 
from a fountain, but they are not yet full. 

The dead lotuses of the previous card have fallen back into 
the water nourishing it as it forms a type of compost. The dead 
sea has been given a new lease of life. The harshness of the 
previous card now softens with the added polarities derived from 
the growth of the central lotus of the 5 of Cups to two full 
lotuses of this card, giving a balancing up of opposite forces. 

The six lotus flowers show the regeneration of the solar 
influence of Tiphareth, the 6th Kabbalistic Sephiroth of balance, 
renewed after the harshness of Geburah. The flow of water from 
the lotuses is still not strong as the regeneration is at its 
initial stage, enough though to fill each cup — but not to over 
flowing properties. The seed of fertilisation has just started 
to manifest. There i s no effort or strain shown by this card as 
the forces harmonize. The overall concept being new hope, new 
life, newfound energy, and one of nurturing, though it is in its 
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infancy showing its first glow of individualization, as yet 
dependent on its life source. The inward concentrated force of 
the 5 of Cups now begins to find its feet in the external world. 

Alchemically the curcubite has been taken from the darkness 
and placed in the Sun .for the next stage in digestion, described 
as one of rising and falling. Here the Solar powers gently 
nourish and transmute the putrefying waters giving new life to 
the once seemingly still. This process is called Circulation and 
the stage is Isolation. 

The 6 of Cups is represented by the Hexad. Nicomachus, a 
Pythagorean philosopher and father of Aristotle, and who wrote 10 
books of morals called "Nicomachea" , spoke of the Hexad alluding 
it to "the form of forms, ...the soul, the distinct union of the 
parts of the universe, the fabricator of the soul, ...harmony..." 

This association is fitting for the 6 of cups which shows 
the Soul being cradled and nurtured into form, and alludes to the 
mysteries. 

The stem of the lotus plant has 6 leaves. These allude to 
the Lily Gabriel presented to the Virgin, the six lotuses repre- 
senting the six petals of the flower of Gabriel’s Lily. This 
exemplifies the gift of purity. 

The 6 of Cups is coloured in the Queen Scale. The backdrop 
is the colour of the Sign, Jasper Red, and the cups are the 
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colour of the Planet, Melon Yellow. The lotus plant stems and 
leaves are the complementary colours to the backdrop, Brilliant 
Green. The lotus -flowers are the complementary colour o-f the 
cups. Light Violet Blue. The water, clouds and hand are 
Brilliant White alluding to the presence o-f Spirit. 

The Melon Yellow has deep soothing tones but shows an as yet 
impure substance and alludes to the workings o-f a cra-ft which 
works within a gentle heat. The Jasper Red represents a state o-f 
strength and endurance which strives constantly -for a state o-f 
physical perfection. This is the catalyst behind the works o-f 
the Melon Yellow. The Melon Yellow cups are fed with a 
restorative and healing substance which is drawn up from the 
hidden sea by the green stems, and as it pours out through the 
blue lotuses it is touched with the purifying essence of spirit, 
for the Blue Violet lotuses allude to the "unfolding". 

The Planet and Sign represented in this card are Sun in 
Scorpio. The Sun in Scorpio deals with transf ormation on any 
level; it has incredible staying power which is driven by inten- 
sity of Will and emotional desires. Sense of justice is unsway- 
ing and a Sun in Scorpio person is a hard task master to himself 
and those around him. He is highly secretive and intuitive; when 
spiritually developed he can tap into an unlimited source of 
power. Sun in Scorpio is strong, determined and generally 
positive; there is a constant struggle to be better, to overcome 
desire and outside influences. It is extremely independent yet 
very dependent on knowing there is security of some form or 
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another. It can be very uncompromising and exacting; its 
vibrations highly magnetic. Sexual desires are very passionate, 
love can become deep and possessive or become self centred and 
self-gratified.

Although health would be considered temporarily on the mend 
or stable when the & of Cups turns up here, afflictions would be 
diseases of the generative organs, appendicitis, fistulas, or 
ailments of a reoccuring nature. This card represents a time of 
retiring out of the limelight and a need for privacy. In fact 
you should insist on privacy. There are mediumistic implications 
and exploration into the unconscious. Self expression finds 
fulfilment in large institutions. The querent will find some 
contact with an institution of some sort. It also shows release 
from a sanitarium; the solving of psychological problems. The 
overall consensus of the 6 of Cups in this position is a realiza- 
tion of ones actions and their effect, and the Key word is the 
response to this realization, "Repentance".

7 OF CUPS 

"Lord of Illusionary Success" 

20 to 30 degrees Scorpio 

9 ‘nfiy 

The seven cups are arranged as two descending triangles 
above a point. A hand, as usual, holds lotus stems which arise 
from the central lower cup. The hand is above this cup and below 

the middle one. With the exception of the central lower cup, 

each is over — hung by a lotus flower, but no water falls from 
these into any cups, which are all quite empty. 

The Azoth in the six cups in the previous card has provided 
enough nourishment for an additional flower to grow (by emptying 
back into the sea). Though it is enough for a new pod to grow it 

is not enough for the lotus to replenish its vital essence which 

has been exhausted in the previous card. The additional pod 
shows barren growth. The 7th sphere relates to Venus, love, but 
love on a superficial level or without essence. Relates to sexual 
pleasure gratifying the animal instincts only - as shown by 
growth of the additional lotus pod. 

To truely understand the 7 of Cups we must note the 
separation of the clouds from the bottom of the card and the 
separation of the three lower cups from the other four cups by 
the hand which holds the lotus stem, depicting a separation from 
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the spiritual source which itself does not flow from the great 
sea, as shown by the clouds coming from the side of the card 
forming the nature of clouds rather than mists over the waters, 
and by the open lotuses which giveth forth naught. 

A1 chemically this shows a stage where corroded bodies are 
separated to the lower levels (precipitation), and the liquid 
becomes forced into the upper levels by way of subtle powder, 
where it is made of quality and virtue. The Luna becomes Sol, 
and herein lies the secret of the 7 of Cups — the cups are not 
empty but contain a powder; the liquid has now become powder. 
This represents a crystal i zati on of a matter - an aspect of 
solidification. 

The separation of the 3 from the 4 gives 3+4=7 which alludes 
to the seven planets, and 3x4=12 alludes to the zodiac, and 
further 12=1+2=3 which signify the three greater outer planets. 
So behind this seemingly barren card is our solar system at work 
- quite a potent force. Yet with all this, the 7 of Cups is 
infertile, and represents impotence and menstruation, and with 
the separation of the Spirit, it brings forth the element of 
superficiality. Corrosion is within, because with crystalliza- 
tion the concentration is on the material and not on the 
spiritual. However, you must not underestimate the strength of 
the 7 of Cups. Observe the perfect balance of the right and left 
cups and lotuses, and the solidity of the central stem with its 
added cups and lotus flower. The separation by the hand here is 
shown as being one of necessity. 
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The 7 of Cups is painted in the Queen Scale. The backdrop 
is Jasper Red, the colour of the Sign. The cups are Sky blue, 
the colour of the Planet. The lotus stems are the complementary 
colour to the backdrop. Brilliant Green. The lotus flowers are 
the complementary colour to the cups, Soft Persian Orange (Light 
Orange). The hand and clouds are Brilliant White alluding to the 
ever presence of Kether. 

The heat and catalytic strength derived from the Jasper Red 
is semi neutralized by the cool passive state of the Sky Blue. 
The presence of the Brilliant Green prevents any complete neutra- 
lizing for the green is growth. The Soft Persian Orange gives 
the ever subtle presence of gentle life giving warmth alluding to 
a devotional but passionate vibration. A necessary duality to 
prevent extremes in either direction. 

The Planet and Sign for the 7 of Cups is Venus in Scorpio. 
Venus in Scorpio generates strong emotions which invariably 
become directed sexually and selfishly. The intensity of the 
Venus in Scorpio aspect often lacks reason or tact, applying all 
intents very seriously. Its an all or nothing situation where 
relationships are very demanding with nothing less than total 
dedication expected. If this is not fulfilled there is resent- 
ment and jealousy. If Venus in Scorpio is able to act on a 
higher level of development its vibration effectuates idealism 
and sacrifice for beliefs. Venus in Scorpio attracts occult 
interests and a desire for a deeper understanding. This can lead 
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to heights of sensitivity and development, or in the unevolved, 
debauchive activities and sex being used to gain power over 
others. There is an air o-f intrigue about the Venus in Scorpio 
person with a measure of reserve. This is usually projected as a 
cover — up for pride, but, it is by no means modest.

Not virginity in actua- 
lity, but potential and in essence - it is there waiting to be 
activated if you can. The card is like a blind force operating 
downwards. Its up to us to turn it upwards. It takes an evolved 
person to utilise the evolved aspects of the 7 of Cups and more 
often the average person acts out the negative and destructive 
aspects. It then becomes limited cyclic growth. The ground 
layed out is not tilled and eventually becomes sour, hence the 
concept of internal corruption.

difficulties are generally self invoked; false mysticism and 
charlatanism; playing with the occult forces etc. "Maladjustment".
